To see if the Town will vote to empower and authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint one or two Road Commissioners in accordance 
with Sec. 3426 of No. 107 of the Acts of 1910. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise money to pay current 
expenses for the ensuing year, and a part of its present indebtedness, 
and if so, how much? 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise money in addition to 
what is required by law for the support of highways, and if so, how 
much? 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to take advantage of See. 8 
of Art. 111 of 1906, and if so, how much. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise money for the purpose 
of breaking roads, and if so, how much? 


Art. 7. To elect a Selectman for two years to fill the vacaney of 
C. H. Derby, who resigned. 


Art. 8. To elect an Auditor for two years to fill the vacancy of 
Allen Buswell who resigned. 


Art. 9. To elect Officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to have the taxes collected 
whether by choosing a Collector or by paying them to the Treasurer. 


Art. 11. To do any other necessary and proper business.
